DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 2, 4-5, , drawn to a method of cell free assay, classified in class 
436, subclass 502. 

II. Claims 3 and 6 , drawn to a method of cellular assay, classified in class 
435, subclass 7.2. 

III. Claim 7 and 9, drawn to a method for testing for treatment 
neurodegeneration, classification is unknown because no structural 
information is provided. 

IV. Claim 7 and 8, drawn to a method of treatment with estradiol, classified in 
class 514 subclass 169. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons. 

Claim 1 link(s) inventions Ml. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 2-6. Upon the 
allowance of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions 
shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise including all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be entitled to examination in the instant 
application.
